About 
four Years. aſter. its firſt Inſtitution, the three 
Houſes adjoining to that which they had already, 
with ſeveral mall Tenements Which lay behind, 
were taken upon Leaſe, and with great Expenc 
made fit for the Uſes of the Charity. Many Con- 
veniencies were made for the Service of the Poor; 
an Elaboratory was, provided for chymical Medi- 
an Itulation; a Lobby built for the Out- 
Patients to wait in, to U preſerve Ae from the In- 
lemency of the Weather; a Cold Bath prepared 
fi Auch as wanted the Uk of it; and an additio- 
nal 
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nat Runder db Bedi were provided; dr b Pic 
dence allowed ; and conſtant Care was taken, that 
whoever was received within theſe hoſpitable Walls, 
ſhould have all the Aſſiſtance their Caſes od 
admit of, free from any Expence to themſelves, or 
Friends. No Security a. for Burial, if they 
died; or for Removal, if judged incapable of Cite: 
The ſmalleſt Gift to a Servant, if diſcovered to 
the Governors, (and they took every proper Me- 
thod to diſcover it) was a 4 ſufficient: eaſon for 
the Diſcharge of that Servant, how good other- 
wile ſoever; and the kindeſt Treatment” and the 
tendereſt Regard for the Patients was always re- 
commended and inſiſted on, as a Condition upon 
which any Servant was admitted. Satisfied with 
this Care, and glowing as it were with Joy, that 
the Miſerable and Afflicted were treated with ſuch 
Humanity, his Grace advanced his Benefaction, 
by giving twenty Guineas to the Collection, and 
ordered that for the future ten Guineas ſhould be 
id for his quarterly Subſcription. Her Grace 
the Ducheſs of RicumonD became likewife a 
| Subſcriber, and ſometimes condeſcended to bring, 
or certainly taking Care to ſend, five Guineas at 
every annual Sermon; fo that this Charity hath 
been indebted, for ſeveral Years paſt, to wor _ 
noble Family, ſeventy Guineas a Year. 
In this Labour of Love, did our late Preſident 
chus delight to exerciſe bimſelf; and could you 
but imagine yourſelves now preſent at an _—

neſs unto bim; — he delivered the Poor that 
cried, aud the Fatherleſs, and him that had none 
to. belp bim, amd cauſed the Widew's Heart to fing 
for gh. — Imagine yourſelves, I ſay, preſent at 
ſuch a Solemnity, and refuſe, if you can, a Tear 
to che Memory of ſo good a Friend to Mankind, 
who is nom gone hence, and ſball be 210 more ſeen. 
Thus under his Patronage and Protection has 
this Charity increaſed every Near: and as long as 
the ſame prudent Care is taken, we truſt in God, 
it will continue to ancreafe. Every Fart of the 
ſeveral Houſes is now filled with Patients; every 
Room is even crowded with Beds, to give Re- 
ception to as many miſerable Objects as poſſible. 
The Rxample of our late Preſident has been greatly 
followed by by the charitable Donations of all derts of 
Men among us. No Party Diſtinctians have hi- 
therto found, nor, Truſt, will ever find a Way
